Seasoning Wood Rapidly. 

United States Consul W. P. Atwell at 
Roubaix, France, discussing a new wood- 
seasoning process, writes: 

“In these days of rapid construction, 
when tenants of houses built for quick 
sale find repairs of woodwork a heavy 
yearly burden, it will be reassuring to 
learn that extended time is no longer re- 
quired to place well-seasoned wood on the 
market. As musical instruments in which 
wood is used must have it well seasoned, 
necessity ordinarily compels manufactur- 
ers to wait at least six years before using 
timber freshly cut. The wood is left in 
the open air for a period of four years «nd 
then subjected to dry heat in a urying- 
room for an additional two years. 

“It is claimed that the process invented 
by Mr. Powell, an Englishman, gives arti- 
ficial age to wood. He replaces the sap 
of trees by beet sugar or saccharine, which 
acts as a preservative of the wood by 
driving the natural humidity from the 
fibers. The 
Newly-felled wood is laid on a 


following is the method em- 
ployed : 
wagonette,. which is rolled into a huge 
cylinder, the interior of which is provided 
with pipes. Either hot or cold water, as 
occasion requires, may be introduced into 
these pipes. The wood having been 
placed in the cylinder, the latter is sup- 
plied with sugar or saccharine. Hot 
water is then forced through the pipes. 
The contact of the heat boils the sugar, 
which penetrates the pores of the wood. 
The cooling process is accomplished by a 
current of cold water forced through the 
pipes. The cylinder is emptied of the 
sugar or saccharine, and the wagonette, 
with its burden of wood, is rolled into a 
special room, where it is dried by cur- 
rents of hot air. After being cooled again 
the wood, properly seasoned by the sugar, 
is ready for use. It is said not to spring 
or gather dampness, and to be proof 
against destruction by insects. This point 
may be considered an important one, in 
view of the use of lumber in our newly-

Looking for Crossties. 

Mr. R. H. Walters of New York has 
been studying the opportunities in Louis- 
iana to overcome a shortage in railroad 
crossties in the East. He handles both 
pine and cypress ties, and, discussing the 
situation with the New Orleans Picayune, 
he says: 

“Cypress is preferable for the manu- 
facture of crossties in so far as it is more 
durable than pine, and it is used by the 
railroads that do not have heavy traffic. 
But the roads in the East that have very 
heavy traffic use pine crossties, as the 
rails too soon cut into the cypress, which 
is a softer wood. If the supply of oak 
was adequate they would much prefer to 
use that. Cypress is used a great deal 
in Central and South America, and in 
countries where there are light trains and 
light traffic.

Naval-stores factors and operators of 
Florida, Georgia and Alabama organized 
last week at Jacksonville the Naval Stores 
Export Co., with a capital stock of $1,000,- 
000, of which 60 per cent. was subscribed 
by the 800 operators present.

TRAFFIC 
An exceedingly gratifying increase is shown in the passenger traflic for the 
eighth consecutive year, being participated in by all portions of the system. 
While a large proportion of this increase was due to the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition in St. Louis, there was an independent increase in revenue indicating 
continued growth and development of the great Southwest. There were no rate 
disturbances of note during the year except in the Pueblo-Denver section, and 
little complaint manifested. The increased train service and extension of the 
eafe and dining-car service undoubtedly aided materially in the results obtained. 
The special business to St. Louis and return account Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position during the period from April 30 to December 1, inclusive, gave us revenue 
amounting to $1,577,058. The considerable number of loca] excursions which are 
usually operated during the summer months were discontinued during the World’s 
Fair period for the reason that equipment was taxed to the utmost in taking care 
of business moving at prevailing rates. The large increase in “Special and Excur- 
sion Passengers” can be accredited to the World’s Fair. 
Returns indicate a slight decrease in movement of gross tonnage, equal to 0.3 
per cent., or a decrease of 48,432 tons.

The total tons revenue freight carried one mile decreased 7.3 per cen¢ 


The decreased grain movement is due to a short crop of corn aud oats, the 
tonnage of former commodity falling off 25.6 per cent. and the latter 36.7 per cent. 
The available corn was used for Jocal consumption, with movement limited to 
short hauls. The wheat crop being somewhat of inferior quality, but with high 
domestic prices, due to shortage, prevented the large export movement which 
prevailed last year. 

The earnings from the transportation of lumber increased materially in com- 
parison with the previous year, though with a decrease in tonnage of 14,382 tons, 
or 0.7 per cent. ; in 1904 a larger share of the business moved to Western territory. 
Tonnage of other products of the forest, which include staves, spokes, wagon and 
agricultural-implement wood, increased 12.9 per cent., due to a better market 
and the establishment of new industries on the lines of the St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain & Southern Railway. 

A gain during the year of 252.315 tons, or 8.6 per cent., in the movement of 
commercial coal and coke reflects activity in manufacturing centers, with an in- 
creased demand for domestic use. Cotton shows a decrease in gross tonnage of 
20,793 tons, equal to 8.5 per cent., due largely to market conditions. Of the in- 
crease in tonnage of. live-stock and animal products, hog shipments increased 
29,142 tons. or 19.6 per cent., and packing-house products 3507 tons, or 3.8 per 
cent., over last year. 

Under the head of “Manufactures and Merchandise” are noted the following 
substantial increases over 1903, viz.: Sugar and molasses, 14.7 per cent. ; cement, 
brick and lime, 24.5 per cent.; agricultural implements and carriages, 23.3 per 
cent., and general merchandise, 7.3 per cent. There were heavy decreases in ship- 
ments of steel rails (42.6 per cent.) and castings and machinery (69.4 per cent.) 
in comparison with previous year. An analysis of freight classed as “Miscella- 
neous” shows an increase in shipments of bullion of 37,108 tons, or 66.5 per cent. ; 
ore, 6.0 per cent.. and stone, 14.8 per cent. The production of zine and lead ores 
in the Missouri-Kansas district has been the largest in its history; 266,776 tons 
were handled in 1904, against 251,581 tons in previous year, a gain of 6.0 per cent. 


CONDUCTING TRANSPORTATION. 

The increase in passenger-train mileage is 1,730,604 miles, of which 1,081,627 
miles was on account of World’s Fair business. The increase in passenger-train 
service was equal to 45.37 trains per day. There was an increase of 9223 in the 
number of freight trains run and an increase of 453,642 in the number of miles 
run by freight trains. The mileage of foreign freight cars on the system (exclu- 
sive of refrigerator, tank and private-line cars) was 67,625,899 miles, a decrease 
of 3.798.478 miles, equal to 5.32 per cent. The mileage of Missouri Pacific system 
cars on the system was 203,659,488 miles, an increase of 2,424,321 miles, equal 
to 1.20 per cent. ; ver

This equipment, both locomotives and cars, is of large type, and the heavy 
repairs of that acquired prior to 1904 is now entering into the cost of maintenance 
with a resultant increase in expenses of this department. 

Of the increase, $394,478.19, in the total cost of fuel, $323,651.36 is due to the 
increase in consumption and $70,826.83 is due to the increase in the price per ton. 
Increased locomotive and car mileage caused an increase in cost of repairs and 
wages of engineers and firemen, as well as increased consumption of fuel and 
supplies, and the heavy demand for passenger power and equipment on account 
of the World’s Fair caused an increase in service of roundhouse employes, also 
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additional shop hours and a consequent increase in these expenses.
